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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOL 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  South  Hampton 
School  District: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  I  was  conscious  that  I  was 
assuming  a  heavy  responsibility  when  I  accepted  the 
superintendency  of  Union  No.  21.  This  school  union  is 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  vigorous  school  organiza- 
tions in  New  England.  It  was  apparent  to  me  that  if  one 
were  to  meet  the  demands  of  administrative  duties  in 
this  union,  it  would  be  necessary  that  full  cooperation 
be  given  by  all  school  personnel  and  by  the  citizens  of 
the  school  districts.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  since  I  took 
office  on  December  1,  1956  such  has  been  the  case. 

My  predecessor,  Roy  W.  Gillmore,  during  October  and 
November  gave  me  the  full  benefit  of  his  twenty-six 
years  of  experience  in  this  Union.  Your  School  Board 
has  offered  me  unstinted  assistance  and  support.  I  trust 
that  the  people  of  the  district  appreciate  the  sacrifices 
of  time  and  energy  made  by  the  members  of  the  Board. 
The  Union  Office  staff  has  worked  and  continues  to  work 
beyond  regular  requirements  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
school.  Miss  Edith  Hammond,  my  Executive  Assistant, 
renders  invaluable  help  in  freeing  me  from  many  ad- 
ministrative problems.  Mr.  Sherman  A.  Lovering,  the 
Helping  Teacher,  continues  to  carry  an  increasing  res- 
ponsibility for  efficiency  in  instruction. 

Our  teachers  in  South  Hampton  are  loyal  and  consci- 
entious. In  general,  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  children  are 
receiving  sound  and  thorough  instruction.  We  hope  to 
make  improvements  with  regard  to  salary  and  working 
conditions  which  will  enable  us  to  retain  our  good  teach- 
ers and  to  attract  and  hold  excellent  new  teachers  as 
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we  need  replacements.  The  classroom  teacher  has  al- 
ways been  and  will  always  be  the  key  figure  in  the  edu- 
cational process.  In  the  long  run  all  that  the  rest  of  us  do 
is  intended  to  make  the  teachers'  work  more  successful. 

A  special  Warrant  Article  will  be  offered  to  provide 
funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  special  class  for  child- 
ren with  learning  handicaps.  This  class  will  be  located  in 
the  North  Hampton  Elementary  School  since  space  can 
be  provided  there  at  least  for  next  year  and  since  this  is 
a  location  central  with  respect  to  the  seven  school  dis- 
tricts of  the  union.  South  Hampton  would  share  in  the 
support  of  this  class  and  would  be  entitled  to  send  a 
number  of  pupils  proportionate  to  its  share. 

In  all  districts  we  have  pupils  who  need  the  special 
curriculum  and  special  instruction  that  can  be  furnished 
in  such  classes.  More  than  one  such  class  is  needed  in  a 
union  of  this  size.  I  look  forward  to  recommending  a 
second  class  for  the  following  year  so  that  children  can 
be  served  in  two  locations.  It  seemed  wise  to  begin  with 
one  class  and,  after  a  year's  experience,  to  expand  to 
two  classes  later. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  this  recommenda- 
tion stands  as  a  local  decision.  We  have  agreed  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  state  study  of  the  best  ways  of  organizing 
such  classes  within  school  unions.  This  study  will  deal 
largely  with  identification  of  pupils  needing  the  instruc- 
tion and  organization  and  adminstration  of  the  class. 
Funds  for  this  study  will  be  provided  by  the  Huntley 
Spaulding  Fund.  With  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Lovering 
I  will  supervise  the  personnel  conducting  the  study. 

The  important  point  is  that  the  class  will  not  be  estab- 
lished for  purposes  of  the  state  study.  Children  need 
such  classes  and  this  instruction  is  routinely  provided 
in  other  school  systems.  Whether  or  not  the  state  study 
existed  I  would  propose  that  such  a  class  or  classes  be  a 
part  of  our  school  system. 
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Mrs.  Kathryn  Currier  continues  to  render  exceptional 
service  as  principal  and  the  teacher  of  grades  5-8.  Un- 
usual skill  and  interest  are  necessary  to  teach  success- 
fully when  the  class  consists  of  four  grades.  The  problem 
of  providing  for  individual  abilities  is  multiplied.  The 
good  work  done  in  high  school  by  South  Hampton  grad- 
uates is  one  proof  of  the  high  quality  of  instruction 
offered  in  the  Barnard  School ;  equal  proof  can  be  found 
on  any  occasion  when  one  visits  Mrs.  Currier's  class. 

Mrs.  Amy  Kimball  continues  her  superior  work  as  a 
teacher  and  is  able  this  year  to  plan  her  work  for  grades 
three  and  four  so  that  the  children  have  the  benefit  of 
individual  attention.  This  would  have  been  difficult  if 
the  earlier  grade  organization  had  been  maintained. 

Mrs.  Joanne  Katz  has  proven  to  be  a  happy  choice  as 
the  teacher  of  grades  one  and  two.  Both  she  and  her 
charges  have  enjoyed  working  in  the  new  primary  class- 
room. 

The  reorganization  of  the  school  beginning  this  year 
was  a  necessary  step.  Current  enrollments  and  the 
trends  indicated  by  census  figures  do  not  require  further 
change.  Unless  there  is  an  influx  of  new  residents  we 
shall  not  need  an  additional  teacher  or  room  for  some 
time  to  come. 

The  Hot  Lunch  program  is  of  great  benefit  to  the 
children.  Much  credit  must  be  given  to  P.T.A.  members 
and  Mrs.  Buxton  for  their  efficient  management.  Over 
a  period  of  time  improved  health  and  improved  capacity 
to  study  during  the  school  day  are  exhibited  by  children 
who  have  the  opportunity  to  get  a  proper  noontime  meal. 

Some  improvement  in  provision  of  school  room  furni- 
ture is  planned  for  the  next  year.  We  would  like  to  re- 
move the  remaining  fixed  furniture  from  Mrs.  Currier's 
room.  In  the  following  year  more  movable  furniture 
should  be  added  in  Mrs.  Kimball's  room. 
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The  lack  of  a  teacher  prevented  the  continuance  of 
the  music  program  this  year.  The  regular  staff  of 
teachers  cannot  be  expected  to  meet  this  need.  In  the 
coming  year  we  plan  to  provide  music  instruction  and 
supervision  on  the  basis  of  one  morning  a  week. 

It  is  necessary  to  reorganize  the  nursing  services  in 
the  Union  for  the  coming  year.  Mrs.  Mansourian,  the 
School  Nurse,  has  been  serving  six  districts  with  an 
enrollment  of  1,300  pupils.  State  standards  for  school 
nurses  call  for  a  pupil  load  of  500-700.  An  additional 
nurse  will  be  provided  for  Seabrook,  Hampton  Falls, 
and  South  Hampton.  This  will  enable  the  nurse  to  give 
much  more  adequate  service  in  South  Hampton. 

An  unavoidable  increase  in  tuition  charges  must  be 
accepted.  Both  Amesbury  and  Sanborn  Seminary  have 
raised  their  rates  $50.00  per  pupil.  This  action  is  in  line 
with  current  practices  in  other  communities  and  merely 
reflects  the  increased  costs  of  services  and  materials. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  again  extend  to  the  School  Board 
and  the  citizens  of  the  District  my  appreciation  for  the 
kind  welcome  you  have  given  me  and  for  your  generous 
cooperation.  During  the  next  year  it  is  my  hope  to  be 
able  to  extend  my  services  to  the  district.

To  the  School  Board  of  South  Hampton : 

As  school  nurse,  I  have  visited  the  Barnard  School  in 
South  Hampton  every  other  week. 

Routine  check-ups  are  done  on  each  pupil.  These  con- 
sist of  weighing,  measuring,  checking  tonsils,  teeth, 
hair,  and  posture. 

Vision  testing  is  done  annually  on  all  students  with 
the  Snellen  "E"  chart. 

The  Maico  Audiometer,  hearing  testing  machine,  is 
used  in  the  school. 

At  our  polio  clinic  which  was  held  on  December  6,  a 
total  of  forty-one  persons  were  given  the  Salk  vaccine. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  assisted  in  preparing  for 
the  clinic.  This  is  a  wonderful  program  and  one  that  is 
very  time  consuming. 

Home  visits  with  parents  are  made  whenever  neces- 
sary.
